The subject matters of claims 1 and 2 do not appear to be novel in view of document 1 cited in the ISR. 
The groxmd connecting portion described in claim 1 is disclosed in document 1 (coliimn 5, lines 24-45). The 
constitution described in claim 1 in which a shield pack has (1) an insulating layer as the innermost layer and 
(2) a conductive layer as the outermost layer is disclosed in docimient 1 (column 6, lines 19-58). The 
constitution described in claim 1 in which the insulating layer is kept in close contact with electronic parts and a 
circuit board is disclosed in document 1 (column 8, line 58 to column 9, line 14). The constitution described in 
claim 2 in which the volume in the shield pack is decreased is disclosed in document 1 (colmmx 8, line 58 to 
colxmm 9, line 14). 

Claims 3, 6, 8, 13, 14 and 18 

The subject matters of claims 3, 6, 8, 13, 14 and 18 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. The grounding pad described in document 1 and the screws described in 
document 2 are identical with each other in function and belong to similar technical fields. So, a person skilled 
in the art could have easily conceived of using the screws described in document 2 instead of the grounding pad 
described in document 1. 



Claims 4, 5, 15 and 16 

The subject matters of claims 4, 5, 15 and 16 appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1- 
3 cited in the ISR. Docimients 1-3 do not describe the constitution in which a base portion has a sectional area 
smaller than that of the bottom face of a weight to prevent the base portion firom protruding fi-om the bottom 
face of the weight. On the other hand, the invention of the present application with this constitution exhibits an 
advantageous effect that when a groimd connecting terminal breaks through a shield pack, it cannot easily come 
out.

The subject matter of claim 9 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2 
cited in the ISR. The constitution described in claim 9 in which the air in a shield pack is evacuated is disclosed 
in document 1 (column 8, line 58 to column 9, line 14). 

Claim 10 

The subject matter of claim 10 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2 
cited in the ISR. The constitution described in claim 10 in which at least part of a circxiit board and at least part 
of the external faces of electronic parts are coated with an adhesive is disclosed in document 1 (column 8, lines 
40-57). 

Claims 11 and 12 

The subject matters of claims 1 1 and 12 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of docximents 
1-3 cited in the ISR. The metalized flexible enclosure described in document 1 and the heat shrinkable tube 
described in document 3 are identical with each other in function and belong to similar technical fields. So, a 
person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of using the heat shrinkable tube described in docimient 3 
instead of the metalized flexible enclosure described in docimient 1. 
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
